KOBE ABOUT THE APPOINTMENT 


OF DELKGATKS. 


The JOURNAL believes in kind words 


and good deeds to reclaim an erring 
brother who has done what be did 
do while he believed if, to be right. 
It is not the way to heal a wound 
by keeping it open. The editor of 
the Independent is wounded, it is 
feared, in a vital part over the work of 
the Democratic central oommittea at 
Beno wheu acting as a convention. 
He speake of "fraadnlent and arbitrary 
action" in connection with the work of 
the convention when it appointed del 
egatea to the national convention, 
which ia more severe language than he 
should use toward a majority of the 
committee. 


Honest men do not indulge in frand 


or in dishonest ways. They may be 
over persuaded from influences thai 
may act upon the mind and err regard- 
ing the right, bat error and frand are 
vary different in their origin and con- 
sequences. It is in the line of imper- 
fection to err, bnt is in the line of 
criminal intent to defrand. The edi 
tor should not expect a kind return 
when a reply ia made to a charge of 
frand. 


The Independent, when noticing an 


artiolo published ia the JOURNAL, says 
"There is wide difference of opinion 
between the JODBSAL and Independent 
as to whether the committee had the 
powers of a convention. The JOURNAL 
contends that it bad, bat loses sight ot 
the faot that in all conventions proxies 
are recognized, while at a meeting 01 
the committee no proxies were recog- 
nized." 


The Independent is in error about all 


conventions recognizing proxies. It 
is a matter of discretion, vested in 
convention, whether it will recognize 
proxies or reject them. The writer 
hasi known conventions to exercise the 
right vested in it to deny to proxies 
seats in the body. A convention, like 
a legislature, has a right to protect 
itself, and may deny to proxies the 
right of representation. Which is not 
all there is in the right, as it ia the 
exclusive province ot the body to 
ascertain and determine when the 
right should be csed. 


It is not claimed by the JOURNAL 


that it has knowledge of the work of 
the convention respecting proxies, for 
which cause it has declined to disease 
its work in any manner except the 
right it exercised when it appointed 
delegates. The JOUBNAL will oontintm 
loyal to the action of the committee 
•whether acting as a convention or as a 
committee. The manner of its action 
ia immaterial. The work ia done and 
the JOURNAL believes it was honestly 
done with the best of motives by those 
who engaged in the work. 


The objection made ia old when a 


committee takes the right of a conven- 
tion direct from the people, or takes 
the right of the people to make known 
their choice at a primary. The people 
are jealous over any appropriation ol 
their rights, and it it well they are so 
as it is a safety valve against corrup- 
tion and usurpation. 


The call for a meeting of the com- 


mittee was made and it was wel 
understood that the committee would 
appoint delegates to the national con- 
vention, and it surely is too late to 
make objection after appointment has 
been made. Major Dennis will not 
object if his language is used: "It is 
dollars to doughnuts" that the Silver 
men appointed will be equally true, il 
not more so, to Democratic principles 
during the campaign as those who 
make objection to their appointment.
